“T wish it was possible to give a student who 
was five credits away from graduating an 
award even though they were on academic 
warning,” Woolley said. 

DeMartini said although she is not aware of 
this specific situation, “it is the university’s 
standard policy that students on warning or 
probation are not eligible for university scholar- 
ships and awards.” 

Woolley said chemistry is a difficult discipline 
where the grades are traditionally not as high 
as other places.in the university. He felt any 
student who could prove that the money would 
help them get through school quicker, regard- 
less of GPA, should have been eligible to receive 
the grants. 

“It was not a GPA parade,” Woolley said. To 
his knowledge no chemistry grants were given 
to students with GPAs under a 2.5 cumulative. 

GPA Requirements 

Chemistry students were not the only ones 
required to have a specific GPA to be eligible for 
the funds. Geography students had to have a 
2.7 GPA, and students from the College of 
Biology and Agriculture and the Department of 
Physics and Astronomy had to have a 3.0 cumu- 
lative GPA to qualify for the funds. 

Students from the Marriott School of 
Management could qualify for the funds 
through one of four methods, three of which 
required them to have a cumulative GPA of a 
3.6, or a Fall Semester 1992 GPA of 3.7 or bet- 
ter. 

Joseph Baker, from the Department of

Motion denied: Cody Judy 
competent to stand trial

A judge’s ruling Monday denied a 
second competency evaluation for 
self-proclaimed prophet Cody 
Judy. 

Fourth District Judge Boyd L. 
Park, who already ruled Judy com- 
petent to stand trial, struck down a 
motion filed by Judy’s attorney, 
Lee Rasmussen. 

Rasmussen was seeking a new 

evaluation after several of Judy’s 
personal letters were published in 
the Salt Lake Tribune. 
_ Rasmussen’s office says a prelimi- 
nary hearing is now clear to pro- 
ceed, though it may take several 
weeks to schedule. 

Judy is charged with kidnapping, 
aggravated burglary and two 
counts of aggravated assault in the 
Marriott Center ordeal, and with 
escape from Utah State Hospital. 


President Howard W. Hunter of 
the Quorum of the Twelve Apostles 
of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints was giving a talk 
Feb. 7 at BYU’s Marriott Center 
when Judy allegedly approached 
him and demanded that President

Tve been called to lead the LDS 
Church.” 

Judy was apprehended, taken to 
Utah County Jail, and was later 
sent to the hospital to receive a 
competency evaluation. 

Judy escaped from the hospital 
and his whereabouts were 
unknown for three days until he 
turned himself in at a Salt ps 
City Pisag ere rae station.

The developer of the project, David Cope, president of American 
Equities C«-poration, said he feels the complex will reduce traffic in the 
neighborhood because students will be able to walk to campus. 

According to Derek Hall, assistant director of college relations at 
‘UVCC, the college is a commuter campus and does not involve itself in 
the issue of student housing. 

’ Yet, he said the college recognizes that students face a problem in 
finding close housing. 


Soil service says Utah drought over 


- SALT LAKE CITY — Randy Julander, the data collection officer for the 
‘Soil Conservation Service, said it’s time to declare the six-year drought 
‘dead. 

“You can take the brick out of the toilet,” Julander said. Bear Lake is 
only 31 percent full, but otherwise, reservoirs and lakes around the state 
are filling up well, he said. 

‘ The Soil Conservation Service is the federal agency that monitors 
snowpack, stream. flows, reservoir storage and other water-supply indi- 
cators. 

Snow melt should put reservoirs in “excellent shape,” and rain and 
snow in April and May have saturated the soil, Julander said. 

“The past week of snow has pounded the soil,” he noted, adding that the 
soil couldn’t hold any more moisture.

Colonel with gay son supports ban 


WASHINGTON — A Marine colonel told senators in riveting testimo- 
ny Tuesday that if the military ends its ban on openly gay members he 
will tell his sons to stay out — especially the one who is homosexual. He 
said he would fear for the young man’s life. 

The senators also heard strong testimony from Gulf War commander 
H. Norman Schwarzkopf, who said lifting the ban would deeply harm 
morale, leaving listless troops like the Iraqis “who sat in the deserts of 
Kuwait” as the allies rolled through. 

The testimony came before the Senate Armed Services Committee, 
which is holding extended hearings on President Clinton’s proposal to 
lift the ban. 

Col. Fred Peck, familiar to many Americans as the spokesman for U.S. 
forces in Somalia, described his son, Scott, as the military’s ideal — a 
strapping, 6- foot- 1, blond, blue- eyed senior at the University of 
Maryland. But he is homosexual, the colonel said. 

“I love him, I love him as much as I do any of my sons but I don’t think 
he should serve in the military,” he said. 

Homosexuals, even those who hide their sexuality, are disruptive to 
the service, and they face the threat.of death at the hands of their com- 
rades, Peck said.

The bottom line is, I cannot get into my office until May 27 
because of a policy made by BYUSA coordinators. The reason 
behind this policy is that they want to make sure every officer 
receives training in how to use the telephone and computer sys- 
tem before keys are issued. I can certainly see the wisdom in this 
policy as a general rule, but mindless adherence to any policy is 
dangerous. We have students with serious problems calling for 
help and receiving a busy signal. To those students especially, I 
am saying that I am not failing because I don’t care, I am failing 
because of adherence to a policy that doesn’t make any sense in 
this case. 

I have worked for government at both the federal and state 
level. I have dealt with a large number of bureaucrats in my short 
career. In my limited experience with the college of Student Life, 
I can say that I have never seen an institution that is so commit- 
ted to policy over people, or so unwilling to listen. Brigham Young 
University administrators have got to learn how to cut red tape 
cross-ways instead of length-wise. Decision makers have got to 
learn to be less territorial and worry more about the lives they 
affect with their decisions. We have got to change the way we 
think about policy at this university. I know that the administra- 
tors at his university are basically good people with good inten- 
tions. A few of them need a wake up call, and that is why I am 
going out on a limb to write this letter. 

To those students who have been adversely affected by this poli- 
cy, | hope you won't give up on me. Please come and see me after 
June 1, and I will be happy to help you with any legitimate com- 
plaint. For me, students of this university always come first.

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Probation 
keeps Y team 
from Japan

The men’s gymnastics team has 
“canceled its three-week trip to 
Japan and Hawaii after six mem- 
bers of the team, including the 
graduate assistant, were put on 
probation for<lrinking alcohol.

Sakamoto said he thought the 
problem had been resolved when 
the assistant coach was fired, but 
he now realizes that some of the 
team members weren’t honest with 
him about the situation. 

Sakamoto said he considered 
quitting and withdrawing from the 
NCAA Championships after sever- 
al reports that members of his 
team were drinking. He decided to 
let the team compete. 

Following a team meeting at the 
end of April, he decided to stay at 
BYU. “The support from the team 
was overwhelming, so I owed it to 
the team to continue coaching,” 
Sakamoto said. 

The team members on probation 
are being required to report to the 
Honor Code office once a month, 


Cougars wrap up series with Utes, 2-2

Utah pitcher Guy Fowlks contin- 
ued his’ pitching dominance over 
BYU Tuesday by winning his third 
straight game against the 
Cougars, 9-4.

In the bottom of the fourth, Utah 
scored three runs on four hits, 
chasing BYU starter Chris 
Hermansen out of the game. 

In the sixth, Clark led off with 
his second homer of the game. 
Fowlks threw 11 straight balls, 
walking two, before outfielder Erik 
Larsen flied out to end the inning. 

“We were just one batter away 
the whole game,” BYU coach Gary 
Pullins said. “We had many oppor- 
tunities to score runs.” 

Utah added two more runs in the 
sixth on a home run by catcher 
Adam Sessions, giving the Utes a 
9-3 lead. BYU scored a run in the 
seventh, when third baseman 
Dave Madsen hit an RBI double to 
score Cooper, extending Madsen’s 
hitting streak to 28 games.
